B E R K E L E Y . Calif. (AP) - 
Thousands of protesters massed 
today for a march on a disputed 
three acres of University of Cal­ 
ifornia property which they call 
the "people’s park " 
Amid predictions that the 
¿rowd could number up to 
50,000. Alameda County Sheriff 
Frank Madigan said Thursday 
the law forcw he commands 
would be armki with shotguns 
and would use all the forte 
needed to maintain order 
Organizers of the march sard 
they wanted to walk nonviolent- 
ly to the park, recently fenced 
by the university and 
now 
guarded by 200 National Guard 
troops, and demand that it be 
"returned to the people ” 
They also have said "the 
fence will come down.” but 
have not said how 
The 
university 
put 
up a 
chain-link fence May 15 around 
the vacant lot where young peo­ 
ple had planted grass and flow­ 
ers and installed playground 
equipment The university said 
the lot would be used as an in­ 
tramural soccer field. 
Disturbances broke out that 
day as the young people tried to 
reoccupy the field 
Madigan told a news confer­ 
ence Thursday that his men 
used double-0 buckshot in their 
guns to quell the disturbance 
after they ran out of lightweight 
birdshot. 
Doctors have said that James 
Rector. 25. who was among 130 
wounded that day, died four 
days later of buckshot wounds. 
Madigan, defending his men's 
use of shotguns, displayed a ta­ 
ble loaded with bricks, stones 
and metal fragments and said 
"a deadly force was being used 
against us” and that it was a 
case of using shotguns or "give 
the city of Berkeley to the dissi­ 
dents ’ 
He said he could produce wit­ 
nesses to testify that Rector was 
among those throwing things at 
the police. In San Jose, where 
Rector lived, police said he was 
a convicted burglar and was 
being sought at the time as a 
probation violator and on a 
marijuana charge. 
The marchers planned to as­ 
semble today at "people’s park 
No. 2” a mile northwest of the 
disputed territory. From the as­ 
sembly point they planned to 
march at noon by various routes 
to surround the fenced-in area 
three blocks south of the univer­ 
sity. The 200 National Guards­ 
men on duty at the park are 
part of 2,000 stationed in the 
area and available in case of 
trouble. 
An estimated 300 medical stu­ 
dents. 
interns 
and 
medical 
teachers have been organized to 
accompany the marchers. Dr. 
Philip R. Lee. chancellor of the 
University of California Medical 
Center in San Francisco, said 
they would seek to prevent vio­ 
lence and to take care of inju­ 
ries if they occur. They liave the 
approval of authorities, he said.

Memorial Day

Americans today mark their 
I02nd annual observance of Me­ 
morial Day with the traditional 
tributes to those who have died 
in the nation’s wars and with 
vigils protesting the war in Viet­ 
nam. 
It is a day of parades and 
picnics, beach outings and base 
ball and the 53rd running of the 
Indianapolis 500. It is also the 
start of a threeday weekend 
and millions left the cities 
Thursday evening to enjoy a 
minivacation. 
The 
National 
Safety Council predicted be­ 
tween 550 and 650 persons would 
die in traffic accidents during 
the weekend. 


In many communities across 
the country, antiwar groups 
plan to read the names of the 
more than 35.000 Americans 
who have given their lives in the 
Vietnam war. 
Traditional observances in­ 
clude parades organized by vet­ 
erans and other groups to honor 
those who fell Hghting for the 
country. Some were aimed spe­ 
cifically at counterpointing the 
antiwar protests. 
In Washington. Vice President 
Spiro T Agnew defended Amer­ 
ican policy in Vietnam saying 
"Today, the battle continues but 
the enemy’s thrust has been 
contained” 
Agnew, representing Presi­ 
dent Nixon, spoke out in a Me­ 


morial Day address prepared 
for delivery at Arlington Nation­ 
al Cemetery ’^here he placed a 
presidential wreath at the Tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier 
He said the U S "obligation to 
freedom extends beyond our 
consciences, our communities 
and the borders of our country" 
and pledged the administration 
will "perform our solemn obli­ 
gation to those who lie here in 
Arlington ” 
The President and his entire 
family were spending a quiet 
weekend at their waterfront 
home in Key Biscayne. Fla In 
proclaiming May 30 as Memo­ 
rial Dav. the chief executive

Rocky Plays Down

QUITO. EcuadOT (AP) — Aft­ 
er the most disruptive outbreak 
of his Latin American tour. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller says 
he doesn’t blame Ecuadorian 
students for using his visit as 
"an outlet for a demonstration." 


The New York governor, who 
has been trying to play down 
the violence which has plagued

President Nixon, called it a 
tragedy that “ a very small mi­ 
nority ... could block our coun­ 
tries from having normal rela­ 
tions with each other.” 
But he added, “ These stu­ 
dents have got their own convic­ 
tions; they want to express 
them. They use this official visit 
as an outlet few' a demonstra­ 
tion. I don’t blame them.” 
Student

Thursday 
hurled gasoline bombs at the 
U.S. Information Service center 
and dynamited the entrance to 
the U.S.-Ecuadwian Binational 
Center in Quito. 
A 60-year-old man was repwt- 
ed to have suffocated from tear 
gas police used to disperse dem- 
onstrat(H’s who twice halted the 
governor’s 
motorcade 
as 
it 
moved through the capital. 
Three 
American 
newsmen 
were injured slightly by rock- 


throwing students, and a taxi 
carrying three Rockefeller aides 
and an American newswoman 
was stoned when it halted in a 
traffic jam. A policeman was 
reported wounded by a gunshot. 
A heavy guard surrounded the 
governcM^'s 
motorcade, 
and 
Rockefeller never saw the disor­ 
ders. He waved to bystanders 
not involved in the protests. 
Rockefeller attended a lunch­ 
eon at the presidential palace 
and conferred with President 
Jose Maria Velasco Ibarra and 
ranking Ecuadorian officials. 
The 
Rockefeller 
party then 
boarded a bus and was escorted 
to a hotel by two trucks loaded 
with paratroopers. 
Rockefeller told newsmen Ve­ 
lasco and his Cabinet were criti­ 
cal of restrictions attached to 
U.S. aid and the red tape in­ 
volved in pursuing aid projects. 
In Colombia, where the Rock­ 
efeller mission visited Tuesday 
and W e d n e s d a y , students 
clashed with police for the third 
straight day Thursday in contin­ 
uing protests against the Ameri­ 
can mission. 
The National University in 
Bogota and Atlantic University 
in Barranquilla were closed in­ 
definitely. and the army encir­ 
cled the Bogota campus after 
students attempted to seize it.

NEW YORK (AP) - Rapid 
an d un pred ictable chan ges in 
the ways of faith have cast a 
cloud of un certain ty over reli­ 
gious book publishin g—an d also 
d ealt a heavy blow to the mer­ 
chan d isin g of religious items. 
But authorities foresee the 
possibilities of n ew kin d s of reli­ 
gious trad e supplan tin g the old . 
Although shifts in religious 
thought an d method s “have 
caused havoc in the ran ks of 
Catholic publishin g, they have 
in them the seed which will 
open whole n ew horizon s.” says 
John J. Delan ey of Doubled ay & 
Co. 
But for n ow. the outlook is 
con sid ered shaky. 
Sign s of the repercussion s 
aboun d , in clud in g: 
The market fw stan d ard -type 
religious books, such as prayer 
books an d missals, was reported 
bogged d own an d temporarily 
almost wiped out, because of re­ 
currin g revision s. 
Sales of rehgious books gen er­ 
ally last year were d own slight­ 
ly-Several lon g-time church pub- 
hshin g houses recen tly have 
been absorbed by large gen eral 
publishin g complexes. 
Book id eas, con sid ered timely 
when con tracted with writers, 
often are d ated or even obsolete 
by the time the man uscripts are 
completed an d pubUshed 18 
mon ths later. 
Across the coun try, scores of 
religious stwes, han d Un g reli­ 
gious books as well as statues, 
rosaries, med als an d other reli­ 
gious articles, have closed . 
John Brost, executive secre­ 
tary of the Nation al Church 
Good s Association of Chicago, 
said about 100 such outlets have 
gon e out of busin ess sin ce 1955, 
more than 50 of them sin ce re 
fwms of the 1962-65 Secon d Vat­ 
ican Coun cil. 
“People aren ’t as in clin ed as 
they used to be to buy articles 
of d evotion for their homes or 
as gifts,” Brost said . “This

NEW YORK (AP) - A pro­ 
posal to elimin ate most trad e 
barriers on man ufactured good s 
will be stud ied by some of the 
world 's top busin essmen at a 
meetin g of the In tern atiortal 
Chamber of Commerce in Istan ­ 
bul this week. 
Jean Royer, former d eputy 
executive secretary of the (jen - 
eral Agreemen t on Tariffs an d 
Trad e d eveloped the plan which 
calls for the elimin ation of quo­ 
tas an d other barriers to trad e 
over a 10-year period begin n in g 
in 1972. Royer aims at complete 
freed om for more than 70 per 
cen t of in tern ation al merchan ­ 
d ise trad e. 
The Royer plan calls for the 
red uction of those tariffs re­ 
main in g after the Ken n ed y 
Roun d of red uction s by 10 per 
cen t a year. He would also like 
to see an attack on n on tariff 
barriers, particularly quotas, 
an d clearer d efin ition s of such 
practices as d umpin g an d subsi­ 
d ies. 
Royer would , however, estab­ 
lish some kin d of preferen tial 
treatmen t for d evelopin g n a­ 
tion s. 
The report alread y has the 
warm support of the U.S. Coun ­ 
cil of the In tern ation al Cham­ 
ber, Jud d Polk, staff econ omist 
for the American group, said 
The Istan bul con gress also 
will take a close look at the mul­ 
tin ation al corporation s which 
econ omist Sid n ey Rolfe believes 
will even tually lead to the d evel­ 
opmen t of a world econ omy. 
Rolfe’s mon umen tal an alysis 
of “The In tern ation al Corpora­ 
tion ,” which was commission ed 
by the ICC. will form the back­ 
groun d paper for the con gress. 
The American econ omist has 
poin ted out that 77 of the largest 
U.S. compan ies have 25 per cen t 
or more of their assets, earn ­ 
in gs or employmen t overseas, 
an d 199 have 10 per cen t or 
more. In tern ation al prod uction 


of U.S. compan ies is growin g 
faster 
than 
Gross 
Nation al 
Prod uct, or exports or imports 
This phen omen on Roife attrib­ 
utes in part to the commun ica- 
tioas revolution . 
“If Du Pon t can organ ize its 
prod uctive facilities, its mon ey 
flows, its marketin g, its man ag­ 
in g elite 3,000 miles west of Del­ 
aware. why n ot 3,0(X) miles 
east*’ " Rolfe asked “There is. 
in fact, n o reason ." 
Rolfe n oted that the multin a­ 
tion al corporation is n ot exclu­ 
sively an American phen ome­ 
n on . 
Other n atioas have been in ­ 
vestin g abroad in roughly the 
same ratio of in vestmen t to 
gross n ation al prod uct as the 
Un ited States. 
“The result of this in tern a­ 
tion alization process, ’ the Rolfe 
report said , “will be a ten d en cy 
toward improvemen t an d per­ 
haps equalization of wages, in ­ 
terest rates an d use of techn ol­ 
ogy for better livin g across the 
d eveloped world ."

As Hi ghways 
Get Cl ogged

Thousands of motorists were 
on the road today, out to enjoy 
the first warm-weather holiday 
of the year. 
Traffic accidents claimed 86 
lives. 
Six persons from Maryland 
died in a single crash on inter­ 
state 95 north of Richmond. Va.. 
early today State police said 
the rear of the car was struck 
by a large truck. 
In another multiple death 
crash, five persons, including an 
elderly couple and two of their 
grandchildren, were killed late 
Thursday when their camper- 
type pickup truck collided with 
a trailer truck near Heflin, Ala. 
The National Safety Council 
has estimated that 550 to 650 
persons will be killed on the 
highways between 6 p.m. Thurs­ 
day and midnight Sunday. 
This was in contrast to a 
death toll of 481 during a recent 
nonholiday period of the same 
78-hour duration. The Associat­ 
ed Press made a survey of traf­ 
fic deaths from 6 p.m. Thurs­ 
day, May 15. to midnight Sun­ 
day, May 18. to provide a basis 
for comparison during the holi­ 
day period. 
The record number of persons 
killed over a Memorial Day hol­ 
iday was 629 during the four-day 
observance last year. 
So far this holiday, one life 
has been lost in a boating acci­ 
dent and four persons drowned 
in incidents not associated with 
boating.

L0N1X)N (AP) — The disclo­ 
sure that a machine keeping a 
donor’s heart beating was de­ 
liberately switched off before 
the nation's third heart trans­ 
plant operation has touched off 
a medical ethics controversy. 
The donor, student nurse Mar­ 
garet Sinsbury. was brought to 
(Juy's Hospital in London two 
weeks ago suffering from se­ 
vere injuries received in a mo­ 
torcycle accident. Two physi­ 
cians decided she had no chance 
of recovery, and the breathing 
machine which kept her heart 
beating was disconnected. 
Her heart stopped two min­ 
utes later and was transplanted 
to Charles Hendrick, a 59-year- 
old book dealer, now reported in 
good condition and able to walk 
around his hospital room. 
Senior surgeons at the hospi­ 
tal insist that Miss Sinsbur>’ was 
dead before the machine was 
switched off and that mechani­ 
cal body functions were being 
maintained artifically. 
However, Dr. Geoffrey Spenc­ 
er. head of the intensive care 
unit at St Thomas’s Hospital, 
has called for public safeguards 
to protect patients under such 
circumstances. 
W. J. Dempster, an instructor 
in 
experimental 
surgery 
at 
Hammersmith Hospital, com­ 
mented. ‘What they did was eu- 
tlvinasia. Why con the public?" 
The London Times defended 
switching off the machine, say­ 
ing it would be “ both pointless 
and morally wrong to attempt 
to prolong a life which has al­ 
ready ceased to exist.’’

The territo rial squabble al­ 
ready was e m b a r r a s s i n g 
eno ug h. But no w China’s o fficial 


news ag ency has released the 
tex t o f a statement o f claims, 
which say s that the Russians 
illeg ally o ccupy , as the result o f 
unjust treaties o f Czarist day s, 
a to tal o f abo ut a 
m i l l i o n 
square miles o f Chinese territo ­ 
ry . That is mo re than three 
times the area o f France. 
The statement g o es well be­ 
y o nd simple territo rial claims. 
Since 1960, Peking said. Mo s­ 
co w has sent fro ntier tro o ps into 
Chinese territo ry to build mili­ 
tary installatio ns, assault and 
kidnap inhabitants and carry 
o ut subv ersiv e activ ities. 
In 19 62, the statement added. 
Mo sco w incited and co erced 
mo re than 60,000 citizens o f Chi­

Chinese 
g o v ernment 
statement spelled o ut the terri­ 
to rial claims in detail, dating 
them back to a century ag o and 
claiming that in the last part o f 
the 19 th century the Russians 
annex ed Chinese areas mo re 
than a do zen times the size o f | 
Czecho slo v akia. 
That Czecho slo v akia was sin­ 
g led o ut fo r this co mpariso n 
was hardly accidental. Chinese 
pro pag anda has been heav ily 
blasting the So v iet do ctrine o f 
"limited 
so v ereig nty ” 
under 
which Mo sco w ex cuses its inv a­ 
sio n o f Czecho slo v ak territo ry to 
smo ther a refo rm mo v ement. In 
Peking ’s v iew, that So v iet ac­ 
tio n spelled threats to many o th­ 
er natio ns, no t ex cluding China 
itself. 
The So v iet Unio n, the state­ 
ment said, "reg ards hero ic Al­ 
bania as a tho rn in its Hesh. It 
menaces Ro mania and Yug o ­ 
slav ia 
.. Its ag g ressiv e de­ 
sig ns are ev en mo re ambitio us, 
and its claws hav e stretched o ut 
ev en farther than tho se o f Czar­ 
ist Russia.” 
The statement ends with de­ 
fiant challeng es. It quo tes Mao 
as say ing that if any bo dy wants 
war, the Chinese "can fig ht to 
the finish. ” It anno unces publi­ 
catio n o f a So v iet statement o n 
the bo rder questio n and dares 
the Russians to publish Peking ’s 
side o f the quarrel. 
"Please (lo so if y o u do no t 
hav e a g uilty co nscience and 
are no t co wardly and if y o u do 
no t want to co nceal it fro m the 
So v iet peo ple. ” the statement 
co ncludes.

At abou t this time the bridegroom’s grandfather, 
Adam Powell, Sr., had started his first day of school. 
He wrote later: “The first big day in my life was 
October 1 ,187 1. On that day I discarded my old torn 
shirt, pu t on a pair of trou sers wov en by my 
grandmother, and started to school. The school was 
fiv e miles from ou r cabin and was tau ght by a white 
man named Jake Bowles. That morning when I 
entered the log schoolhou se, I cou ld no4 name a 
single letter. The alphabet lo o ked to me like a 
crossword pu zzle. When school dismissed that 
ev ening, I cou ld name the 26 letters which make the 
English langu age.

Since then, the Slocu m granddau ghter has 
gradu ated from Washington’s Cathedral school and 
later Radcliffe.

Abou t the tu rn of the centu ry , Adam Powell. Sr., 
had picked himself u p from the saloons and 
gambling dens of a West Virginia coal town where 
he was a miner. He got religion. He began preaching 
and ended u p in the Aby ssinian Chu rch in New 
York, where he became one of the greatest pastors 
of his day . 
At abou t this time, another Slocu m ancestor was a 
member of the McKinley cabinet, Maj. Gen. George 
Lewis Gillespie, acting secretary of war. 
Some y ears later, the son of Adam. Sr., became 
the third Negro in the last hu ndred y ears to be 
elected to Congress and did more to break the 
handcu ffs of the Negro than any other son of his 
race — u ntil he fell by the way side. Rep. Powell is 
now mending his fences, has been pay ing off the fine 
which Congress lev ied against him last y ear when he 
was reinstated in the Hou se of Representativ es. 
His son, Adam Powell III, is a produ cer in the 
news department of WCBS-TV in New York. He 
gradu ated from MIT, his bride from Radcliffe. 
Many people hav e ex pressed their indignation 
ov er the Slocu m-Powell wedding — so many that 
Rep. Powell has taken a bu shel basket fu ll of 
threatening letters down to the FBI. Many will 
crowd arou nd the National Cathedral today to scoff. 
Bu t there will be many also wishing happiness to 
this y ou ng cou ple, whose div erse ancestors made 
America.

Q — Is a gardener considered hou sehold help? If 
so, will I hav e to withhold social secu rity tax es on 
wages paid? 
A — Wages paid to a gardener are su bject to social 
secu rity tax es. If y ou pay him cash wages of $50 or 
more du ring a calendar qu arter then y ou are 
requ ired to file a Form 942, Employ er’s Qu arterly 
Tax Retu rn for Hou sehold Employ ees, and pay 
social secu rity tax es. 
Income tax es, howev er, do not hav e to be 
withheld from wages paid gardeners and other 
hou sehold help. 
Q — My son is taking a job this su mmer and plans 
to pu t most of the money he earns in the bank to pay 
his college ex penses in the fall. If he earns ov er $600 
will we lose ou r dependency ex emption for him? 
A — If y ou r son is u nder 19 at y ear end or will be a 
fu ll-time stu dent du rir^ the y ear, the amou nt of 
money he earns will n(H disqu alify him from being 
claimed as y ou r dependent as long as y ou fu rnish 
more than one-half of his su pport and the other 
dependency tests are met. He mu st file his own 
retu rn, howev er, if he earns $600 or more du ring the 
y ear. 


A tew readers hav e elected 
to disagree with the descrip­ 
tiv e term s u sed in MONEY 
CLIPS to identify the dev ices 
on the coinage of the United 
States and hav e referred the 
au thor to the accepted no­ 
m enclatu re u sed in other nu ­ 
m ism atic colu mns and re­ 
ference m aterial to make 
their points. This is a good 
sign and it shows concern 
for other than ju st the prob­ 
able m arket v alu e and profit 
that may be deriv ed from a 
coin. 
The p r i m a r y challenge 
seems to be with reference 
made in both of my col­ 
u mns, C o i n o l o g y a n d 
Money Clips, to the term s 
Liberty Cap v ersu s Tu rban 
Head, Winged Liberty Cap 
rather than M ercu ry Head 
and Classic Head instead of 
Tu rban Head. Those con­ 
cerned seem to qu estion my 
right to su bstitu te one for the 
other and dem and my reason 
for doing so. Since this is 
an edu cational point, 1 am 
m ore than happy to qu alify 
my au thority . 
In the offset it shou ld be 
u nderstood that the dev ices 
represented by e i t h e r of 
these term s were all arbi­ 
trary contriv ances accepta­ 
ble to both the designer and 
the interpreters of the pre­ 
v ailing Coinage Act. None of 
the designs in qu estion were 
specified v erbatim ; all were 
the brainchild of the design­ 
er and all seem ed to satisfy 
the director of the Mint as 
being in accord with the re ­ 
qu irem ents of the act speci­ 
fy ing a dev ice em blem atic 
of liberty and freedom. 


To cite one ex am ple, the 
1808 half dollar bears a fe­ 
m ale bu st facing left, w ear­ 
ing a Phry gian slav e’s cap 
(an accepted sy mbol of lib­ 
erty ) ana inscribed with the 
word LIBERTY. This par- 


ticu lar coin is often listed as 
the “Tu rban head’’ half dol­ 
lar merely becau se a worn 
specimen will show only the 
ou tline and this o u t l i n e 
v agu ely represents a lady 
wearing a tu rban. A second 
ex ample 
is 
the 
so-called 
“ M ercu ry Head’’ d i m e of 
1916. Becau se this portrait 
of Mrs. Wallace Stev ens is 
wearing a slav e’s cap with 
wings attached as a sy mbol 
of “ free thou ght,” the term 
M ercu ry Head was applied to 
it rather than Winged Lib­ 
erty . 
In the absence of specific 
standards regarding the cor­ 
rect identification for each 
dev ice, a few of u s hav e a t­ 
tem pted to pu rify the nomen­ 
clatu re by dropping the less 
dignified term s u su ally ap­ 
plied to a coin in fav or of its 
tru e identity . 
When the societies and or­ 
ganizations 
s u c h as the 
American Nu m ism atic Asso­ 
ciation, the American Nu m is­ 
m atic Society and the U.S. 
Mint accept their responsi­ 
bility to attach proper iden­ 
tities to the designs on a coin 
and establish a set of stand­ 
ards in which these identi­ 
ties are acceptable nomen­ 
clatu re, I am su re this col­ 
u mn and all other nu m ism a­ 
tic w riters will u se their su g­ 
gestions. 
With i n v e s t o r s a n d 
specu lators joining the ranks 
of the professional and non- 
pr o f e s s i o n a l nu m ism a­ 
tists, the indu stry has long 
since ou tgrown its infancy 
and 
any 
com m ercial 
en­ 
deav or realizing an annu al 
dollar tu rnov er in ex cess of 
$350 million shou ld at least 
hav e one standard by which 
to gau ge its commodity . Un­ 
til then, the specifics as re­ 
searched by this w riter will 
hav e to stand u ntil some­ 
thing better comes along.

Diverticulitis, Cancer 
Are Not Related Diseases 


By W A Y N E G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q — My doct<HT say s I hav e div erticu litis. What is 
the cau se? Does m become cancerou s? I am on a low- 
residu e diet bu t it Hasn’t helped me. Shou ld I hav e 
an operation? Is there a permanent cu re? 
A — Div erticu la or small ou tpou chings in the 
digestiv e tract are fou nd in most persons who are 
ov er 40 (div erticu losis). They cau se no sy mptoms 
u nless they become inflamed (div erticu litis) as a 
resu lt of irritation du e to the pu trefaction of 
partially digested food trapped in one of these sacs. 
Div erticu litis is sometimes mistaken for cancer and 
v ice v ersa bu t the two diseases are not related. 
Operation is adv isable only if bou ts of acu te 
div erticu litis are persistent or recu r frequ ently . In 
su ch cases, remov al of the diseased bowel av oids 
ru ptu re of one of the sacs and peritonitis. 
Treatment with a low-residu e diet is now believ ed 
to aggrav ate rather than reliev e this condition. A 
diet that contains liberal amou nts of codced 
v egetables and fru it is preferred. Foods that hav e 
small seeds, su ch as raspberries, blackberries, 
tomatoes and figs, shou ld, howev er, be av oided. 
Althou gh there is no cu re, the disease can u su ally 
be controlled. After the acu te stage has su bsided, a 
tablespoon of bariu m su lfate in water or milk three 
or fou r times a day coats ov er the inflamed area and 
reliev es the sy mptoms. Constipation is av oided by 
taking one of the psy lliu m seed preparations. 


Q — 1 hav e div erticu losis. My doctor is giv ing me 
Sorboqu el and Metamu cil bu t after fou r months I 
am no better. What do y ou adv ise? 
A — Simple div erticu losis u su ally requ ires no 
treatment bu t if y ou also hav e div erticu litis, 
ScNrboqu el to check the rapid mov ement of food 
throu gh y ou r digestiv e tract and Metamu cil. a 
psy lliu m preparation, shou ld help y ou . If y ou r 
prt^lem is complicated by colitis or some other 
disease y ou shou ld consu lt a gastroenterologist. 
Q — Shou ld a person who has div erticu litis limit 
his intake of alcoholic bev erages? 
A — Yes, bu t not becau se of the div erticu litis.

Ralph Nader 
Ford, he said, knew of the ve­ 
hicle’s instability at the time it 
was first produced 
The government should re­ 
quire Ford to officially notify 
the Army of the M151’s tricky 
suspension system and correct 
it on the estimated 90.000 Ml51s 
now in use throughout the 
world. Nader said 
Meanwhile, Sen Abraham A 
Ribicoff, D-Conn , who. with 
Nader, led the federal govern­ 
ment into the auto safety field, 
demanded that Secretary of De­ 
fease Melvin R. I^ aird and Sec­ 
retary of Transportation .John 
A. Volpe investigate the jeep­ 
like M151. 
Nader's charges and Ribi- 
coff’s letters were in respoase to 
disclosure by The Associated 
Press that hundreds of soldiers 
had been killed, thousands in 
jured in accidents involving the 
M l51 since the Army began buy­ 
ing nearly $400 million worth of 
the vehicles from Ford in 1960. 
It was a rear-end suspension 
system similar to that of the 
M151 that led Nader into an 
investigation of Chevrolet's Cor- 
vair. on which he based his 
best-seller. 
“ Unsafe at 
Any 
Speed. 
The fact that the M151 had a 
similar problem surfaced brief­ 
ly at the 1965 Ribicoff hearings 
that produced c urrent auto safe­ 
ty laws 
Nader told The AP the Army 
“ should specially compensate 
the injured men or the families 
of the fatally injured men for 
such utterly inexcusable indif­ 
ference to their safety.” 
But F'ord, he said, “ cannot 
avoid sharing the responsibility 
with the Army for this danger­ 
ous vehicle and the casualties it 
produces. Ford participated in 
developing the specifications for 
the vehicle, knew of its instabili­ 
ty, yet remained silent as it 
reaped the profits from this 
massive 
Army 
procurement 
contract.” 
When the first Corvairs came 
out in 1959. Nader said “ two 
Ford engineers took it out on 
the company's test track—and 
to their amazement, it promptly 
flipped over. 
“ Ford spokesmen repeatedly 
referred to the unsafe suspen­ 


sion system of the Corvair Yet 
at the same time, they were 
building an even more unstable 
vehicle, the M l51. for the Army 
Henry F ord's company does 
not appreciate that it has a duty 
beyond meeting contract specif­ 
ications an even higher duty to 
eliminate serious hazards to sol 
diers driving these vehicles.” 
Nader said the Army’s prob­ 
lem 
is one of military bureau­ 
crats refusing to admit a mis­ 
take.” 
Noting that the Army was 
aware of an unusually high acci­ 
dent rate as early as 1962. he 
asked. ’Why. then, didn t the 
Army change the specifications 
for the M151 produced between 
1962 and the present? 
“ Why did it allow nearly 
100,000 more such jeeps to be 
produced that had a pronounced 
flipover tendency? 
“ Rather than admit a mis­ 
take. the Army spent more tax­ 
payer funds to develop training 
materials and exercises to teach 
young soldiers how to adjust to 
a dangerous vehicle, instead of 
building a safe one
